One of the setter terminals on Oakland's Water Front 


Water Front Geysers 


Oakland enjoys the unique distinction of being the only port city m the 


world with geysers on its water front. Fortunately for a large percentage 
of the people of Oakland, they do not know that the city possesses this 
distinction. 


Between Seventh and Thirty-sixth streets are several sewer terminals, 


some of them ndt more than 150 to 200 feet from either industrial build- 
ings or homes. 
Due to the filling which has been done back of the sea 


wall and the filling of the extension of Fourteenth Street, leaving an en- 
closure over a mile square, these sewer terminals are cut off from flushing 
by the bay waters except at extremely high tide. 


So choked do these sewer terminals become that when the pressure 


is sufficiently" shong they gush up like veritable geysers—boiling and 
bubbling—spreading their foul effluvia over the mud flats, and contam- 
inating the ocean breezes for at least two irfles. 


While the s«wer situation is particularly offensive on the harbor front, 


practically all sections ot the city an in need of better sewer facilities, 
both for sewage disposal and carrying off storm waters during the winter 
rains.

THE TIMID CHILD 


The timid child is afraid of something. 
To cure him of his 


timidity we must find what it is that he fears. 
Perhaps you know. 


If you do, it is your plain duty to remove the cause of the fear, 
for while he labors under fear he cannot grow as nature intended 
he should. 
We all have limitations enough without having such a 


dreadful one as fear added to it. 


"Sometimes a child shows fear for the first time when the day 


for going to school arrives. 
He trembles and cries and holds back. 


That means he is afraid of something connected with the idea of 
school. 
Some thoughtless person has told him that something will 


happen to him when he goes to school, and now he Is remember- 
ing it. 


Try to get at what the fear is, and teach him that it is not retl. 


He may not be able to tell it in words. 
It may be but the memory 


of the fear and too intangible to be put in words at his command. 
Then all you can do is to take him to school and try to get him to 
go to work with the other children. 


If he won't enter the room without screaming and fighting, it Is 


belter to get .permission from the teacher to go into the room with 
him for a little while, fifteen minutes for thts first day. 
Then take 


him home and say no more about school until the next day when 
you take him again and stay half an hour. 
Then an hour. 
By 


that time he will have come out of the fear sufficiently to see what 
is going on and forget himself. 
The next day he will very likely let 


you leave him. 


Some children are afraid to put their hands on fur. 
Don't 


scold about it. 
Let him see you touching it and stroking it, and 


let him know that you like to do it. 
But don't offer it to him. 


r.ather keep it away from him. 
Bring a kitten into the house 


and play with it, but again, don't ask him to touch it. 
"When he 


asks for it let him have it for a few minutes. 
Then take it away. 


Emphasize the fact that it is a treat to touch the soft coat, and 
that only the favored ones are allowed to do it. 


Then there are the- children who are afraid of the dark. 
Tell 


them the darkness is the daytime with the light turned off, and 
that everything is- in the very same place. 
Sit with the child after 


sunset, and let him see t^ie Igoig shadows fall on the grass and the 
darkness 'settle over the- «arth. Tel! hinj a story in the darkness 
while you hold his hand ap-tKlbot out on the sky. Take your time. 
Fear of the darkness K a<$gce old fear and must be intelligently 
removed by teaching, no^U^waiening. Fear never removed fear. 


Children are afraid of aOThials because they are strange and 


because they have an old memory of fear where strange animals are 
concerned. 
Let them watch them a safe distance, gradually ap- 


proaching nearer as time goes on, and the fear will vanish. Again, 
give the children plenty of time. 


The timid child is a child held in fear. 
Fear is an Instinct 


given to us, preserved in us, to insure our safety. 
Some of it is 


now needless and, in some of the children, greatly exaggerated. 
Search for the cause of the fear and intelligently teach it out. Two 
rules you can- safely follow. Make the feared object familiar at a 
distance. 
Make it a privilege to approach it. 
They won't solve 


every case of fear, but they will help a great many timid children.

American Presidents 


"Time will tell!" 
Such is the thought of all of us as things 
come and go. 


And Time has told!
